NOTICE. 

BROKERS LICENCES. 

Notice is hereby given that Ordinance No. 94 of January 15th 1919, 
which makes provision for the licensing of brokers in Palestine, is sbll in 
force, and any person who carries on the business of a broker without a 
licence is liable, on conviction, to a line not exceeding £E 10. 

A broker is an agent who acts for commission as intermediary between 
seller and buyer in articles of commerce, merchandise, exchange of money, 
cereals, securities, immovable property, land, insurance and freight. 

Licences, which are subject to a stamp duty o! £E. 1, are valid for one 
year from January 1st to December .‘list, and must be renewed on or before 
January 15th in each year. 

Application for a brokers licence must be made to the District Governor 
of the District in which the applicant carries on business. 

For the year 1924, holders of expired licences must apply for renewal 
on or before March 15th. 

An amended form of book in which all transactions are to be recorded 
will be issued to all licensed brokers on payment of P.T. 5. Transactions will 
be entered in triplicate by means of carbon paper, one copy of the details of 
the transactions to be banded to the vendor and one copy to the buyer. 

The names and a<ftlresses of all licensed brokers will be published in the 
Official Gazette and in the Commercial Bulletin, and will be posted also at 
all Governorates.
